oroach to the problem - it “shares 
the cost” of sound conservation 
measures which the farmer would 
not carry out without such as- 
sistance. 

Funds for this purpose are 
authorized by Congress in recogni- 
tion of the fact that the nation’s 
natural resources are vital not 
only to the farmers and ranchers 
who operate the land but also to 
the health and well being of each 
citizen, both now and in the fu- 
ture. 

ACP practices to promote con- 
servation measures are selected to 
meet local as well as national con- 
ditions. Each county has a list of 
the practices, specifications, and 
cost-share rates approved for lo- 
cal farmers participating in the 
program. 

In brief, the farmer obtains ACP 

cooperation by filing a_request 
with the ASC county committee 
for ACP cost-sharing before car- 
rying out the practice. He re- 
ceives a definite notice from the 
committee of the extent to which 
his request has been approved. 
After completion of the practice, 
the farmer certifies this by filing 
the necessary report form with 
the county office. His cost-sharing 
assistance, in the form of either 
cash or a purchase order for a 
conservation service or material, 
usually covers about half the cost 
of the approved practice. 

Under the cash plan. the farm- 

er pays the total cost of establish- 
ing the approved practice, and he 
is later reimbursed for the gov- 
ernment’s share of the cost. 
. Under the purchase order plan, 
the government’s cost-share is ad- 
vanced to.the vendor who supplies 
the farmer (1) a conservation ma- 
terial - such as seed, trees, fer- 
tilizer, lime or tile; or (2) a ser- 
vice - such as earth moving, tree 
planting, or tile laying. The ven. 
dor who furnishes the material or 
service bills the government and 
receives payment for the govern- 
ment’s share of the cost. The 
farmer pays the vendor the dif- 
ference between the amount the 
government pays and the total 
cost of the material or service 
used. 

ACP alsọ helps pay for techni- 
cal service where required to de- 
termine need and practicability 
or to plan and lay out the prac- 
tice. This ig accomplished through 
special arrangements with the 
Soil .Conservation Service, the 
State Forester, and others.’

FORESTER GIVES 
INFORMATION ON 
PINE BARK BEETLES 


Mostly due to the extreme 
drought conditions in South Miss- 
issippi this year, pine bark beetles 
are on the increase. These beetles 
are of three major types, which 
are black turpentine beetle, Ips 
beetle and Southern pine beetle. 
These beetles tend to attack 
stands of timber which have been 
weakened by such factors as wild 
fires, excessive drought, logging 
damage and mis-management of 
the timber. 

The Ips beetle seems to be the 
most numerous and the most 
damaging at this time, killing 
trees in groups in areas of a few 
square feet to several acres in 
size. This beetle is capable of 
killing trees within only a few 
Gays time and can build up large 
pdpulations in short periods of 
time to spread over wide areas 

Timber land owners are urged 
to look over their timber stands 
for signs of beetle attack and 
take measures to eliminate any 
which are found. Usually infested 
trees are hard to detect until they 
begin to discolor and die since 
the. Ips beetle usually attacks the 
upper half of the tree first. 

When infested trees are found 
they should be cut and any mer- 
chantable wood used. The tops. 
stumps and unused trunks should 
be sprayed with BHC beetle poi- 
son (1 Ib.) gama isomer per gal.), 
mixed at the rate of one gallon 
poison to 50 gallons of diesel oil. 
or piled and burned.
